Peter Kudlak to

Peter Kudlak, serving as assistant 
superintendent in the Milan Area Schools 
since 2012, will take over as superintendent 
of the Van Buren Public Schools by July 
1 after unanimous action of the board of 
education on May 31. 

Kudlak previously was director of 
elementary education and elementary 
principal for the Plymouth-Canton 
Community Schools for five years, 
elementary principal in Flat Rock for five 
years, and a teacher in the Ypsilanti Public 
Schools for five years. 

This is his first job as superintendent. 

He was among the 32 candidates who 
applied for the position to replace former 
Superintendent Michael Van Tassel and 
one of the six chosen for interviews. Before 
those interviews, Dr. William Brown, 
assistant superintendent at Lenawee ISD, 
dropped out as a candidate because he was 
hired elsewhere. 

After interviewing the five remaining 
candidates and calling back three for second 
interviews, the school board chose Kudlak 
and he accepted. At its June 13 regular 
meeting the board is expected to accept the 
proposed contract and salary — somewhere 
between $130,000 and $132,000. 

The salary for the superintendent’s 
position was posted as between $130,000 
and $145,000 and Kudlak will be offered 
the number at the low end because this is 
his first job as superintendent.

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start as new superintendent of schools by July 1 


Van Tassel, who also had no experience as 
superintendent, left the district in February 
with a base salary of $139,000 after starting 
the job in February 2013 with a salary of 
$135,000. 

At his first interview on May 24, Kudlak 
said he has been in education for 21 years. 
He said his wife of 25 years is helping him 
and supporting him. He said his wife has 
worked events with him and even made 
crafty things to give to the teachers. 

They have two children. 

When he was asked how he builds 
consensus, he replied, “Listen to all the 
voices to be heard. Make sure all know 
where you’re going. They may have 
differences of opinion on how to get there, 
but they know where we’re going. It’s 
based on building trust.” 

When asked about working with 
administrators, Kudlak replied that it’s 
important to have a good-natured group 
where you can tell a joke. 

He said its important to have 
administrative retreats to go out and have 
fun and get to know each other and each 
other’s families. 

“You have to be able to be where you 
can call someone up and get a different 
perspective ... It takes a cohesive team to 
do that ... Let your hair down,” he said. 

When asked about budget cuts, Kudlak 
replied that since he’s a anew superintendent 
coming in, he would be in favor of zero- 
based budgeting, where you tear down the 
whole budget and build it back up with the 


most important things put in first. 
He said he believed it is important to look 
outside the box to get services done. 
When asked about how he would 
communicate with the board, he said he 
would give board members weekly updates 
and let them know as soon as possible 
about incidents. He could text, email, or 
phone, whatever they want. “I'll be making 
a thousand decisions a day,” he said. 

When asked what his most significant 
challenge would be, he said he has a lot to 
learn in a new school district: the buildings, 
students, parents, PTOs. 

“I need to be in the community and get 
feedback,” he said. 

When asked about his management of 
others, Kudlak said, “I’m very personable, 
open. I’m going to listen. Sometimes the 
weight falls on the superintendent. Other 
times we can decide all together.” 

When asked to define school culture, 
he said, “Primarily it should be full of 
trust. Trust in the administration, teachers, 
parents. If teachers don’t have a voice about 
what’s happening in the classroom, there’s 
no reason for them to continue to improve. 
The culture is the key to everything.” 

When asked how he would help the 
district improve education, Kudlak was 
enthusiastic. “That’s in my wheelhouse. 
That’s the main part of my job. There’s no 
creativity if you all have to be on the same 
page on the same day. More people should 
be trying new things. 

“A culture of trial and error is good, 


where making mistakes is all part of being 
wonderful,” he said. 

When asked about the shrinking school 
population, Kudlak said he has been a 
part of downsizing schools and studied 
the reasons for fewer students. He said 
he looked at falling birthrates and charter 
schools. 

When asked what he thought a well- 
rounded student was, he replied it was one 
who knows how to make choices. Curious. 
Knows how to be a citizen. 

“It’s important they are critical thinkers. 
They question. They know how to get 
along with everybody.” 

When asked how he would support the 
staff and improve morale, Kudlak said 
at staff meetings, he would start with an 
award. 

“People just need to be recognized,” he 
said, noting in the past he had a group, 
with members having their fingertips on 
the pulse of the staff, pick the people for 
awards. 

“Make it fun,” he said, adding one time he 
had a pifiata with school supplies inside. 

“It’s a tough job,” he said of being 
a teacher. “They feel beat up from up 
above.” 

He was told that during input from 
the community the board was told the 
next superintendent needed to be highly 
visible. 

“I do shopping, walk around, am visible,” 
he said. “I get my haircut locally, so people

Waving goodbye to 
bag-less leaf pickup 
in city of Belleville 


With a tightened budget, the city of 
Belleville has cut un-bagged leaf pickup 
from its approved budget. For years, the 
city has invited residents to rake their leaves 
to the curb and city crews would come by 
and pick up the leaves and take them to a 
farmer’s field or other dump site. 

The city also has a five-year contract with 
Republic for pick up of trash that includes 
bags of sticks and weeds and leaves for 
compost. Now, residents are going to 
have to put their leaves in bags for them 
to be picked up. In the newer subdivisions 
in the city — Harbour Pointe and Victoria 
Commons — it is no problem. The young 
trees don’t drop a lot of leaves. But in the 
mature areas there are big trees and lots of 
leaves. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria said his five 
old trees drop leaves that are piled five feet 
high along the curb three times a season for 
leaf pick up. Now, he’s going to have to 
spend $400 or so for a mulcher, he said. 

Some elderly residents who have lived 
in the city for a long time and have big, 
wonderful trees may need some help and 
the city is considering what to do about it. 

One comment at Monday’s meeting 
was that senior citizens may have to hire 
someone to remove leaves and that could 
cut into their food budgets. 

In such a friendly small town, we’re sure 
there will be help from younger, stronger 
volunteers.

Come to last school 
board meeting of year 


To the Editor: 

We thought we had seen the worst when 
five Savage teachers were walked out of 
their classrooms in front of their students 
before the end of the school day. 

e We thought we had seen the worst when 
a gun with bullets was found on a student 
at Belleville High School and parents were 
not notified. 

e We thought we had seen the worst when 
the Board of Education and Superintendent 
would not talk to parents or concerned 
citizens, but the Superintendent talked to 
the Free Press and NPR at great length.

when we realized that 156 teachers and 14 
principals had left in recent years, and no 
exit interviews or questioning of this mass 
exodus had been done.

the trail marked so people could use it for 
exercising and they would know how far 
they walked. Or, there could be shuffleboard 
courts put in and tournaments held.

Development Ron Akers presented the 
revisions, most of which were housekeeping 
measures to make it comply with state law. 

One big change was to provide for 
teleconferencing, so members who were 
away could attend the meetings and help 
make decisions.

meeting he would find out what the LDFA 
is going to do and he’ll tell Visteon. 

“We should hold off on teleconferencing 
until we see how that works out,” said 
Supervisor Combs, who also sits on the 
LDFA. 

Doug Peters, a member of the LDFA, said 
the issue is does Sovereign has a conflict 
of interest. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said the LDFA voted for 
these changes and sent it on to the board. 

Delaney said that was before they 
learned about the in-house counsel. He 
said now the LDFA can get a quorum 
without a problem and it’s not a good idea 
to facilitate attendance for the Sovereign 
representative. 

“Why do we need this appointment 
anyway?” asked Trustee Reggie Miller. 

Supervisor Combs said it was made in the 
best interest of the owner of the property to 
help with development. She said they were 
going to develop the out lots at Grace Lake 
and it was thought it would be good to have 
them represented on the board. 

“There’s been no development,” Miller 
stated. “What benefit is he on the board?” 

Delaney said it looks like Sovereign is just 
a holding company and the primary goal is 
to sell the property. He said the LDFA has 
seven or eight questions to ask him and 
can’t do so. 

Miller asked if there has been talk of selling 
and Akers said the assessing department got 
an inquiry on the taxes on the property. He 
said the township has no confirmation of a 
proposed sale. 

Delaney said he believes Sovereign is 
a straw company for Visteon, buying the 
property and eventually giving it back to 
Visteon, past the 2019 deadline for VBT’s 
bond payment. 

Peters said the bylaw changes were sent 
to the board before the LDFA knew about 
Dickinson Wright. Now there’s a rumor of 
a new sale and inquiry as to whether they 
would still pay the same tax rate. 

Peters, an attorney, said there have been 
discrepancies on the value of the property. 
It was first set at $300 million and then the 
township claimed it at $30 million. Visteon 
sold the property to Sovereign for $65 
million. 


“Tf it’s a friendly purchase, it realizes it’s 
worth much more,” Peters said, noting it 
could charge Visteon a reduced lease price 
for space in the buildings and, “We have 
lost millions of dollars.” 

Kaveh Kashef, tried to get a copy of the 
lease, Peters said, referring to the attorney 
handling the law suit against Visteon. 

“When we looked into Sovereign, there 
was not much online,” Peters said. 

He said the property is now leased at 
capacity. He said if the new purchaser is 
innocent, he may be committed to the lower 
lease rates. 

He said $18 to $24 per square foot is fair, 
but there may be a substandard rate which 
would amount to fraud on the township. 

“T tried to get Kaveh to get the lease, but 
Visteon never produced it in the litigation,” 
Peters said. “Why would Visteon hide those 
documents?” 

Peters said there are “tax avoidance” 
structures used to cheat the taxing authority 
and are perfectly legal. 

“An innocent buyer could be buying 
subject to keeping the lease. They could 
have a 24-year lease,” Peters said. 

“It should go back to the LDFA in order 
to change their recommendation,’ Combs 
said. 

“Everyone involved needs to know what’s 
going on,” said Trustee Jahr, asking for a 
joint meeting. 

“I just learned there’s an appeal,” Peters 
said. “Nothing in the bylaw changes 
interferes with operation of the LDFA,” 
he said, suggesting that they can take their 
time with it. 

“The real issue is if this guy has a conflict 
of interest,” he said of Dobriansky. 

“You can’t keep counting on this 
litigation being successful,” Trustee Jahr 
said, referring to the idea of kicking the can 
down the road. 

“This board is shirking their responsibility 
by depending on the law suit,” he said. “I 
think Visteon should pay. They said they 
would make up the shortfall. What happens 
if we don’t win the litigation?” 

Combs said she would call Kaveh to see if 
the two bodies can meet together in closed 
session with him and to ask, “Where we are 
with a conflict of interest?”

PLEASE TAKE NOTICE that the Cities of Flat Rock, Gibraltar and Woodhaven in the County 
f Wayne, the Charter Townships of Brownstown, Huron and Van Buren in the County of Wayne, 
nd the Village of South Rockwood in the County of Monroe (collectively, the “Local Units” and 
ach a “Local Unit”) have each approved the execution of a contract (the “Contract”)with the 
outh Huron Valley Utility Authority (the “Authority”) pursuant to Act No. 233, Public Acts of 
ichigan, 1955, as amended, which Contract will provide among other things that the Authority 
will acquire, construct, furnish and equip improvements to the Authority’s sewage disposal system, 
consisting generally of reequipping existing biological treatment tanks with new diffused aeration 
equipment, including mixers, diffusers, blowers, valves, gates, control system improvements, and 
safety improvements, together with all necessary appurtenances and attachments thereto and will 
issue its bonds in the approximate amount of not to exceed $3,700,000 to finance all or part of the 
cost of said improvements. Each Local Unit, including the Charter Township of Van Buren, will 
pay to the Authority annually all sums necessary to retire its share of the principal of and interest 
of said bonds pursuant to a proposed Financing Contract among the Authority and the Local Units.

CONTRACT OBLIGATIONS OF THE LOCAL UNITS 


It is presently contemplated that said bonds will be issued by the Authority in the principal 
amount of not to exceed $3,700,000 and will be payable in not to exceed twenty (20) years, and will 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding 6% per annum on the outstanding principal balance, subject 
to revision pursuant to Michigan law and the Contract.

Belleville taxpayers 
invited to meeting June 
15 to discuss road costs 


More than 900 letters recently were sent 
out to taxpayers in the city of Belleville 
inviting them to a meeting at 6:30 p.m., 
Wednesday, June 15, in the cafeteria of 
Belleville High School to discuss fixing 
their streets. 

A large meeting room was sought out 
because it is believed a large crowd of 
taxpayers will be interested in what it 
is going to cost them to get their streets 
fixed. 

The estimated cost to fix all the streets 
in the city is about $10 million, so this 
means the taxpayers are going to have to 
help. The informational meeting with lots 
of maps and charts will tell the condition 
of the streets and residents will be invited 
to check out their own streets. 

Based on a pavement evaluation recently 
completed, “the city is looking into multiple 
avenues of financing to address all streets 
in the city within a three-year improvement 
program,” the letter stated. 

The city council wanted a meeting of 
taxpayers so members can judge whether 
they will support an additional tax.

are getting to know me.” 

He said he is past president of a Rotary 
Club and he hopes to be in the local Rotary. 
He said he would be involved in different 
things in the community. 

When asked how he keeps up on county 
and state issues, he said he just met with 
his state legislator and reads legislative 
notes every morning, the first thing when 
he gets into work. He said legislators call 
him from the floor for his opinions. 

In his closing remarks in his initial 
interview, Kudlak said he is an excellent 
team member and he likes building teams. 
He also is an instructional leader, he said 
and he is for “responsibility, rather than 
accountability.” 

During his second interview, Kudlak was 
asked to come up with a 90-day plan for 
what he would do if he was selected to be 
superintendent. 

He said he would address the situation 
at Savage school first thing, where the 
teachers are on administrative leave. 

He said he has read the papers, but, 
“I would like to know what we know. 
I need to know everything. Talk to the 
administrative team, legal counsel. Learn 
about the law suits. We need the teachers 
back on the job. 

“Morale has kind of been down for a 
while,” he said. “Savage was the final 
straw. This has to be dealt with.” 

Also during the 90 days he would meet 
one-on-one with each board member and 
find out if each is a “graph person or a 
paragraph person.” He said he believes the 
consultant from Michigan Association of 
School Boards should do a workshop with 
the board, because the MASB works with a 
lot of boards and knows the territory. 

He also plans to open communications 
with staff, parents, the community, political 
people, and Wayne County Community 
College. 

He said he wants to learn the history and 
traditions of this area because he doesn’t 
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want to step on anything important. He said 
marketing needs to be done since the district 
is losing students. He suggested getting 
a professional marketer in here because 
those on staff are 
professional educators, 
not marketers. He said 
social media will be 
part of the marketing. 

He said key positions 
are open and need to 
get filled and he needs 
to meet one on one \ 
with administrators. He School Supt. Kudlak 
mentioned other things he would be doing 
and a board member suggested that maybe 
he could “walk on water” 

“There’s only seven of them,” he said 
with a laugh of the categories of action he 
outlined. “I’ve got 90 days.” 

When asked what he thought was non- 
negotiable, Kudlak said, “It’s important to 
treat each other with respect. Teachers or 
administrators using power or coercion is 
not right.” 

After interviewing two more finalists, 
and reading the comments on forms filled 
out by audience members, the board gave 
comments on the candidates, with most 
praising Kudlak. 

Dr. Rodney Green of the Michigan 
Association of School Boards, who was 
consultant on the search, said he called 
others beyond the initial reference list of 
the candidates and Kudlak had the best 
reference calls of all three. 

Dr. Green said Kudlak absolutely is 
ready to be superintendent and will be a 
superintendent at some point. Dr. Green 
noted Kudlak is very good with data and 
has a special skill in dealing with staff. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said she talked to 
the superintendent, business director, and 
two board members in Milan and every 
bit of information on Kudlak was positive. 
“He’s a great guy. He’ll do what he says,” 
she said. 

“He is very talented,” said Trustee Kathy 
Kovach. “He’s the best fit for us, what’s 
best for Van Buren.”
